No Longer Be Tolerated — 
Former President Would 
Wreck the Party. 

After enduring with Infinite pa- 
tience, not only because of the dignity 
or the high office which he holds, but 
also because of the personal friend- 
ship which he has enjoyed and had 
hoped* to maintain wlih former Presi- 
dent Theodore lloosevelt. President 
William H. Taft has finally been 
forced to resent the misrepresents 
lions of his actual position on public 
Issues, the untruths which have been 
an. red with respect to his official ac- 
tions and to the conduct of this cam- 
paign and attacks upon him which not 
infrequently Involved his personal 
honor as a man as well <ts his integ- 
rity aa president of the L'nlted States. 

The president and hla campaign 
managers have sought throughout 
this campaign, by a dignified and fair 
course of conduct, to maintain the Re- 
publican party as a militant power 
for good In the land, with a view to 
another triumphant victory at tha 
polls In November. 

On the contrary. Theodore Roose- 
velt and his frfonds and backers have 
conducted an organized campaign to 
wreck the Republican party, not only 
by engendering personal animosities 
by attacka on Individual leaders of 
the party In vaiioua states, but by of- 
fering and supporting a national plat- 
form which is rank Socialism.

It should be 
maintained even at a i<en>onal sscrt- 
flee, and also believing that the Atneri

Last week we were studying the f jn- 
datnental principles of this new king- 
dom Jesus came to establish.

Spoken prlrnarl- 
ly to the twelve, Jesus Intended theae 
words for all the people— present and 
prospective. Jesua la distinctly tha 
poor man's friend. He knaw the mean- 
ing of hunger and thrlst. of weeping 
and mourning, and so contrasts tha 
)oy that shall he to these "happy ones" 
with the "woe" that shall come to 
those who from on; of their Jpy and 
their abundance fall to respond to tho 
needs of mankind. 

What It Is and Why. 

The last half of the lesson Is Intend- 
ed to Illustrate the teachings of tha 
first. Lai us look at the Illustration. 

"A certain rich man." He was not 
of sufficient Importance even to men- 
tion hla name How few rich 
succeed in really 
names. Not one suereeda In any 
art at all except as In some manner 
he emulates the life and teachings of 
Jesus. How few monuments really 
lerpettiate names. Character alone Is 
a-hat lives. This rich man, however, 
did not lose out simply because he waa 
l rich man. Verse 25 tells us why ha 
was In anguish. His life had been that 
of a selfish seeker and he had had 
his reward. Now conditions have 
changed. Once clothed lit purplo and 
fa Ing sumptuously, now he Is the | 
b' -.-gnr. Ignoring the cry of need at 
I | now he Is compelled to make 
his cry afur off. 

"A c-rt ■• mi b.-gcar named Lazarus." 
It Is better to be a beggar vainly 

RiBf u few crumbs and to rest in 

Al raham's bosom thon to llvo in lux- 
urious ease, ignoring the cry of the 
needy and io live In hell hereafter. 
Lasarttl did not gain glory hereafter 
because lie was a beggar, but rather 
because of his character. Angels an- 
t M . cd the coming of the Son ot 
Mnn, angels welcomed the teturnlng 
of this ton of mankind. Which of tha 
twain DlVt I or LaMarBB, really enjoyed 
life? Kternlty Is a long time. It begins 
where imagination ends. The name 
i.i.-.t: i really means ' Ood-helps" aud 
God always does help the poor. 

I<azarus bad some friends for we 
read i La t the dogs showed their sym- 
pathy, it Is always true that those 
poor as isjverty are most ready to re- 
spond to the cry of need, and out of 
their penury will give the most abun- 
dantly tj relieve distress 

Leaves All Behind. 

"The rich tuan died also." Thus 
ended his life of ease and luxury for 
shrouds have no pockets. "How much 
did he leave? He left It all." All ot 
his loved ones, all of his hope* were 
left behind. There is something ap- 
pallingly sad, In the death of a rich 
man who trusts only to his wealth, 
having no faith In God. Millions for a 
moment of time Tha sarcasm of 
Jesus' words Is quite apparent, "and 
he was burled." Only a clod of earth, 
no longer useful, of the earth, earthy, 
bury him, get him out of sight. But 
did this end all? By no means, 
for when he reached the other side 
he did not lose consciousness nor 
reason. No soul sleeping there. Ha 
saw, he observed, he felt, he remem- 
bered, he reasoned. Back upon earth 
ha had brothers who were following 
bis same mode of Ufa. Here be was 
suffering, crying for "mercy," for an 
alleviating touch of cold water, yet Io 
that cry there was no note of repent- 
ance. He and his brethren had lived 
for the tongue and had pampered It. 
now It, the seat of taste, of bold words, 
etc., Is crying for cooling relief. But 
would those behind repent even If one 
wero to rise from the dead? No, ex- 
cept Unit they might escape a like tor- 
ment. The desires of their hearts 
would be the same. IV Ing out ot 
state's prison Is of Itself no particular 
honor. The message of Jesus strikes 
deeper than outward forms and cere- 
monies. It Is the heart motive where- 
by we are to b e juiiged. Dives sought 
to excuse or to Justify himself (v. ::m, 
but Abraham tells l int plainly that 
both he and li's brethren had had suf- 
ficient light. If they will not listen to 
Moses (the Pentateuch) and to the 
prophets in ill. ,i will Uu-y re|«ent even 
though one came from the dead. That 
being so how much greater condemna- 
tion must rest upon those who . • t 
bira who is greater than these? duo 
who is a greater witness to the mercy 
and love o! ton! 

The disciples were poor In both this 
world's goods and ouu of thciu, Mat- 
thew, adds that the happy ones are 
those who are poor In spirit also. They 
knew tile meaning ot hunger and of 
privation and were ready to learn of 
him. Jesus is not so much tu this Il- 
lustration trvlng to give us a picture 
of the hereafter, ot the future lif-j as 
he Is to show tho results uf our living 
In this piesent Ufa He shows uf 
plainly that there sre diffcicnt slates 
over tliciK aud that these BtBUB arc 
the result of our conduct In the life 
•a now live. Hit has are a templutiuu, 
a ttui»t*uub lu »*lu Iraoiulv-uUj).

Washington That Cap!. Stanley 
Lord, commander of the ateamshtp 
Callfornlan, refused io go to the res- 
cue of the sinking White Star liner 
Titanic, after having seen repeated 
signals of distress, and that the fatal 
leviathan dashed full speed ahead to 
her destruction wa* disclosed before 
the senate committee Investigating the 
dlsaater. 

Krnest GUI, a donkey engine man 
on the Callfornian. tiled a sworn state- 
ment, saying that the distress rockets 
were plainly visible, that he tried to 
organise a committee of the crew to 
go to ('apt Stanley Lord and protest 
against his course, but that the crew 
"were afraid they would lose their 
Jobs." 

Prom the rockets Gill judged the 
distressed ship to be not more than 
miles off. He des.-ribed the rock- 
ets, his description tallying with that, 
given i.y Kourth Oflstat Bog Ball, of the 
Titanic, who sent them aloft 

('apt Lord entered a sweeping de- 
nial of Gill's accusations and read 
from the Callfornlan's log to support 
his contention Cyril Kvans. the Call- 
fornlan's wireless operator, however, 
told of hearing much talk among the 
crew, who were critical of the cap- 
tain's course Gill, he aaid. told him 
he expected io get Ml *J for his story 
when the ship reach, d Boston 

Kvans told of having warned the T.- 
tanlc only a brief lime before the 
great vessel crashed into the berg 
that the sea was crowded with ice 
The Titanlc's operators, he said, at the 
time were working with the wireless 
stailon at ( ape Rate, and they told 
him to "slim up" and ' keep out "

At the United chaiiel recently 
Pr.s. Frost took for his text the 
words of Christ in the twenty-fifth 
. hMfttf of Matthew: "Inasmuch us 
ye did it not unto one of the least 
of these ye did it not to me." 

Pres. Frost began by saying: "This 
baa been a world of cruelties." He 
gave a vivid sketch of the bulldiug 
of the pyramids under the lash of 
the taskmasters, the Roman triumph, 
MafM by the pillage of thousands of 
' ones, and the oppressions which 
I'd to the French Revolution and 
the 8lberlrn exile today. "Moses 
said to tho children or Israel: 'Re- 
in. inl.er that thou wast a bondsman 
In the land of Egypt.' This exper- 
ience In bondage gave them the pow- 
er of sympathy. Homer, a heathen 
isiet a thousand years before Chrlit, 
said that Cod protects strangers and 
outcasts. Rome began a law of Jus- 
tice, not for all but for the upper 
dasses. the patricians. Christ 
the Golden Rule; the one 
that illumines history is the 
of lllierty. human rights, and 
for the lowly." 

II- then lnu.ui.ed how far the ideals 
of the Declaration of Independence 
were realized In Chicago, where the 
luvd'iie court Is being overthrown. 
In Pittsburg, where great oppressions 
have lately been discovered, or In 
our own Southland, where an Alaba- 
ma grand Jury declares that slavery 
Is being re-established In practical ef- 
fect. 

The chief time of the night was 
given up to imiHirtant extracts from 
the book by Dr. Wcatherford, of 
Nashville, Tenn., published by the 
Young Mens Christian Association, 
on "Negro Life in the South," at 
follows: 

The Real Question 

Now. Uie real point of the race 
•ni'Mion la not shall we have social 
Intel -mingling— but shall we ISM* 
nu" that the other man has a soul, 
Is a real human is-rsonallty— In spite 
of the fact that he often lives on a 
back alley, wears poor clothes, us s 
broken language, and has a black 
skin. I have sometimes felt that wo 
really do not believe the negro Is 
possessed of human i-ersonaltty.
